Want to Give Vaccine Early 
“ The vaccine which will be fur­ 
nished by the National Foundation 
for Infantile Paralysis is the same 
vaccine that was given to 440.000 
children last spring,” he said. “ We 
do not know yet whether it really 
prevents 
paralytic 
polio. 
Until 
April, when we will learn the re­ 
sults of the evaluation study now- 
being conducted at the University 
of Michigan, we cannot know if 
the vaccine is effective. “ But we 
cannot wait until then for plan­ 
ning for the protection of as many 
of our children a* possible. 
Vac­ 
cinating large number* of children 
is a big and important job, entail­ 
ing many procedural ta-ks that 
can't be performed over night. 
“ If the hcen-e 
is 
granted in 
April, we m ust be ready to start 
vaccinating at once, 
so that, if 
possible, we can finish before our 
schools close and the polio season 
starts. 
We want to give the vac­ 
cine early so that many children 
can be protected before polio ap­ 
pears in their com munitic'. 
“ This program would not be an­ 
other test but the first use of a 
newly - established 
preventative 
m easure.” 
Under the direction of the State 
Health Department, Dr Wells has 
been conferring with 
school au­ 
thorities and physicians who have 
pledged their full cooperation. 
Parents Must Request Vaccine 
The polio vaccine will be furnish­ 
ed from a supply being purchased 
by the National Foundation with 
March of Dimes funds. 
It will be 
made available by the National 
Foundation without charge for the 
product to State health officers for 
use in the above groups, if licens­ 
ed 
by 
the 
Federal 
government. 
Supplies also will be distributed 
through usual channels at the same 
time 


The National Foundation has fin­ 
anced the development and produc­ 
tion of the Salk vaccine. Contracts 
were m ade with m anufacturers for 
a supply of vaccine costing $9,000,- 
000 in March of Dimes funds.

“ In 
his (E den’s) view, 
if the 
Russians decided to enter the war 
against Japan they would take the 
decision because they considered 
it in their interests that the Japan­ 
ese war should not be successfully 
finished by the U. S. and Great 
Britain alone. 
There was there­ 
fore no need for us to offer a high 
price for their participation, and

DISMEMBERING GERMANY 
On two other vitally important 
points, 
the British prime minis­ 
ter is shown 
up in a bad light: i 
The Dismemberment of Germany 
and the organization of the United 
Nations. 
In his memoirs, Churchill has al­ 
ways taken credit for killing 
the 
dismemberment of G e r m a n y . 
However, the Yalta records show 
it was Anthony Eden. What Eden 
did was to shunt the question of 
dismembering Germany to a coun­ 
cil of foreign ministers to be held 
after the Yalta conference, there­ 
by 
giving tim e 
for tempers 
to 
cool. 
Churchill also threw his weight 
in 
favor of the 
big powers 
and 
against the little nations in setting 
up the framework of the United 
Nations. 
Today, 
of course, 
the 
smaller 
nations 
have 
been the 
great bulwark of peace while the 
Russian veto has almost stymied 
the United Nations. 
And when it came to discussing 
a UN trusteeship over the Japan­ 
ese islands and other enemy te r­ 
ritory, the Yalta papers show that i 
the prime minister 
either didn’t 
understand what was going on, or 
was too deaf to hear, or had taken 
too much of his favorite brandy.
